REGULATIONS. 


I.  The  Library  shall  be  opened  on  the  First  and  Third 

Monday  of  every  Month,  from  Eleven  to  Twelve 
o'clock. 

II.  Orders  for  Books  shall  be  presented  before  the 

quarter  past  Eleven  o'clock,  specifying  the  place 
of  each  Book  in  the  Library,  and  Subscribed  by 
the  Member  by  whom  they  are  wanted. 

III.  Ten  Volumes  shall  be  allowed  to  be  in  possession 
of  any  Member  of  Faculty,  resident  in  Town,  or 
in  its  neighbourhood ;  Professors  or  Lecturers 
shall  be  allowed  Twenty  Volumes. 

IV.  The  Books  which  are  returned  to  the  Libi'ary 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  list. 

V.  New  Pamphlets,  or  Periodical  Works,  shall  not  be 

kept  longer  than  Two  Weeks. 

VI.  New  Books  shall  not  be  kept  longer  than  One 
Month. 

VII.  Any  Book  may  be  demanded  upon  Two  Weeks' 
warning  being  given  by  the  Librarian.
